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The  January  through  March  data  presented  in  this  report  are  consistent  with  the  revised  seasonally  adjusted  data 
for  1978-1984  released  April  19  by  the  Department  of  Commerce.  These  revisions  reflect  recomputation  of  seasonal 
factors  based  on  data  through  1984,  and  corrections  for  data  received  too  late  to  include  in  prior  monthly 
publications. 


SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  March 
declined  SI. 8  billion  or  0.9  percent  from  February  to 
$191.6  billion.  This  followed  a  0.9  percent  decrease 
in  February  and  is  the  eighth  decline  in  the  last  12 
months. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  increased  in  March 
$2.0  billion  or  1.1  percent  to  $194.3  billion.  This  is 
the  ninth  increase  in  the  last  12  months.  Although 
shipments  in  March  were  greater  than  incoming  orders, 
new  orders  have  exceeded  shipments  during  the  last  year 
by  $8.6  billion  or  0.4  percent. 

Unfilled  orders  in  March  declined  $2.7  billion  or 
0.7  percent  to  $357.6  billion  following  increases  in 
January  and  February  of  1.0  and  0.3  percent, 
respectively.  Despite  the  March  decline,  unfilled 
orders  are  2.5  percent  ahead  of  a  year  ago. 

Inventories  in  March  increased  $0.7  billion  or  0.3 
percent  to  $286.9  billion,  following  a  0.1  percent 
increase  in  February.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio 
was  1.48  in  March  and  has  been  varying  between  1.46  and 
1.50  since  last  May. 

NEW  ORDERS.  The  March  decline  in  new  orders  was  caused 
by  a  decline  of  $3.1  billion  or  3.0  percent  in  durable 
goods  more  than  offsetting  a  $1.3  billion  or  1.4 
percent  increase  in  nondurables.  Major  industry 
declines  occurred  in  transportation  equipment,  down 
$2.4  billion  or  9.8  percent  to  $22.4  billion,  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  of  $1.7  billion  or  8.5  percent 
to  $18.8  billion;  large  declines  in  motor  vehicles  and 
aircraft  caused  the  transportation  decrease  while 
office  and  computing  equipment  caused  the  machinery 
decrease. 

Electrical  machinery  increased  $1.4  billion  or  9.6 
percent  to  $16.3  billion,  mostly  due  to  an  increase  in 
defense  communication  equipment,  while  primary  metals 
and  fabricated  metals  showed  smaller  increases.  The 
nondurable  goods  increase  was  mostly  due  to  a  large 
increase  in  petroleum  products. 

Within  the  capital  goods  industries,  nondefense 
was  down  $2.2  billion  or  7.4  percent  to  $27.3  billion, 
following  the  large  increase  in  February  of  24.8 
percent.  Defense  was  up  22.2  percent  or  $1.1  billion 
to  $6.2  billion,  following  a  54.0  percent  decline  in 
February. 


SHIPMENTS.  About  one-half  of  the  shipments  increase  in 
March  of  1.1  percent  resulted  from  a  jump  in  petroleum 
products  of  $1.0  billion  or  6.7  percent  to  $16.6 
billion.  Petroleum  was  up  4.6  percent  in  February; 
prior  to  that  the  industry  had  declined  from  a  1984 
high  in  April  of  $17.6  billion  to  $14.9  billion  this 
past  January. 

Shipments  of  durable  goods  in  March  were  up  $0.5 
billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $102.2  billion,  with  the 
major  industries  showing  larger,  offsetting  movements. 
Transportation  equipment  was  down  $1.3  billion  or  4.8 
percent  as  the  motor  vehicle  industry  declined  for  the 
second  month  in  a  row,  after  reaching  a  high  in  January 
of  $18.4  billion.  Declines  in  February  of  4.7  percent 
and  March  of  7.6  percent  dropped  motor  vehicle 
shipments  to  $16.2  billion.  In  contrast,  nonelectrical 
machinery  was  up  in  March  $1.4  billion  or  8.2  percent 
to  $18.4  billion,  the  largest  1-month  volume  ever 
reported;  increases  within  the  industry  were 
widespread. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  The  decline  in  unfilled  orders  in 
March  of  $2.7  billion  resulted  mostly  from  a  decline  in 
aircraft  and  parts  of  $2.2  billion  or  1.9  percent  to 
$118.1  billion.  Machinery  was  up  $1.0  billion  or  0.7 
percent  to  $145.9  billion,  with  increases  in  both 
electrical  and  nonelectrical. 

Unfilled  orders  for  capital  goods  were  down  for 
both  the  defense  and  nondefense  categories;  defense  was 
down  $0.4  billion  or  0.3  percent  and  nondefense  $0.7 
billion  or  0.5  percent. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventory  increases  in  the  durable  goods 
sector  totalling  $0.8  billion  or  0.4  percent  were  small 
and  widespread.  In  the  nondurable  sector,  there  was 
virtually  no  change  from  February,  as  small  increases 
and  decreases  were  offsetting.  By  stage  of 
fabrication,  materials  and  supplies  of  manufacturers 
decreased  0.6  percent,  while  work  in  process  and 
finished  goods  increased  0.6  percent  and  0.7  percent 
respectively . 

SCHEDULED  RELEASE  DATES.  The  advance  report  on  durable 
goods  for  April  is  scheduled  for  release  on  May  22, 
1985  at  8:30  A.M.  and  the  full  report  on  May  31,  1985 
at  10:00  A.M.
